The Editor, 

For the information of all of 
your readers especially those 
who operate the VHF frequen- 
cies, but it also applies to 
those in the HF, 

Congressman Elmer Holland 
has filed a formal request with 
the congressional committee of 
the government on a _ bill No, 
A-4983 congressional Record 
to have legislation to empower 
local governments with the 
local governments with the 
authority to put an amateur off 
of the air should he refuse to 
conform to the wishes of the 
local authorities, 

This action came about through 
the activities of one amateur 
in Pennsylvania, a small town 
in a fringe area causing TVI. 
The station was checked out 
by the local TVI committee and 
found satisfactory. The TV 
set front ends were being over- 
loaded which was the fault of 
the TV sets. 

The local newspaper Elizabeth 
Hearld ran a front page story 
pointing out the interference 
problem and condemming the 
amateur Charles A, (Butch) — 
amateur Charles A, (Butch) 
Seaman K3IOP, age 15, 

Week after week exaggerated 
reports was public 
reports was published in the 
local paper, » Finally anony- 
mous telephone calls began 
to plague the amateurs family 
with both day and night calls 
and at all hours, Stones were 
hurled against the house during 
he night, 

As months passed and several 
stories later other newspapers 
began to run stories with 
a growing crusade to put Butch 
off of the air, 

There were few exceptions by 
letters to the Editor but no 
real effort was made to pre- 
sent the true facts of the in- 
cidents, 

The local TVI committee again 
under pressure made a through 
investigation and again Butch 
was cleared of being at fault, 
Many times the FCC engineers 
investigated and determined 
that Butch station was being 
that Butch’s station was being 
operated and maintained leg- 
ally, but the results of the FCC 
reports never made the papers, 

FCC in February 1963 called 
at the Seaman residence re- 
questing that Butch accompany 


them for re-examination, 
Butch was not prepared being 


he had no advance notification, 


He proceeded with them, took 
the examination and made it 
with flying colors, The press 
failed to pick up this informa- 
tion and print it, 

More stones were thrown and 
also his sister and mother we 
pushed into an alley, one day 
when they were in town on the 
Street, (Police were too busy 
with other matters to look into 
this assault.) The FCC con- 
tinued to check Butch’s sta- 
tion during the spring and 
summer months, So did the 
TVI committee, 

Finally in the first week of 
August Butch succeeded in 
passing his general class ex- 
amination and anticipated get- 
ting his ticket in a few weeks 
but time lengthened into months 
but still the FCC engineers 
continued to make periodic 
checks of Butch’s station and 
equipment, 

The McKeesport Daily News 
blasted with columns about 
amateurs and TVI etc, The 
Seamans took desperate’meas- 
ures and barricaded their home, 

There was reports that the 
FCC delivered 150 High Pass 
filters into Elizabeth, Pa., but 
what they didwith them remains 
to be unknown, 

Butch also notified the ARRL 
and was informed that they were 
looking into the situation and 
would cooperate to alleviate 
the condition, By this time 
conditions in the Seaman fam- 
ily had arrived at the point 
of existance with more threat- 
ing conditions, 

During all these conditions 
concerned amateurs made at- 
tempts to present the newspa- 
pers with facts. No feature 
articles were ever printed! 

It seemed that no one, even 
the local authorities were in- 
terested in the truth, Then 
again more rocks hit the house 
and the family was greeted 
by garbage being deposited on 
their front porch, 

On October 18, 1963 the FCC 
posted a letter to Butch K3IOP 
notifying him of the conditions 
and status about his general 
ticket; as follows:...‘‘For the 
past year there have beennum- 
‘erous complaints of television 
interference in Elizabeth, Pa., 
allegedly caused by operations 
in the frequency band 50-54MC 
under your Technician Class 
License, Repeated and exten-

sive Commission investigations 
of this matter have confirmed 
that interference is caused by 
your operation, Although these 
investigations have not reveal- 
ed any impropriety in your 
operations, the gravity andcon- 
tinued nature of the complaints 
do raise a serious question as 
to whether your operations - 
is in the public interest, The 
commission has granted your 
present application for a Gen- 
eralClass License with the con- 
dition that you are nottotrans~ 
mit in the 50-54ME band, The 
Commission rules .., provide 
that where the commission, 
without a hearing, grants any 
application with a condition 
other than that requested, the 
action of the commission should 
be considered as a grant..... 
unless the applicant shall with- 
in thirty days,.. file with the 


‘Commission awritten State- 


ment refusing the grant... as 
made, Accordingly ... you may 
request a hearing...” 

Now, remember thal mw 
charges had ever been filed 
against Butch but a stipulation 
has been accorded on his Gen- 
eral Class license that he does 
not hold the regular privileges 
that other general licenses hold, 
Also two of the commissioners 
did not agree with this action, 
These were commissioners 
Bartley and Cox but they were 
in a minority. 

It appears that this is ano- 
ther mtove in the type of con- 


trolling individuals, The pub- 
ic and the newspapers had 
bi a one track attack and 
ave no place in a freedom 
oving* country such as ours, 
Fina the FCC has establishz 

d an edict that may in th 
future cause great concern to 
members amateurs throughout 
the United States,

thousands of amateurs, Butch, 
ia young citizen of the United 
States, was just commencing 
j@ career of being in the elec- 
tronic field, 

Well brother and sister ama- 
teurs it looks like we really 
got a slap in the face by our 
great agressive Commission- 
ers who hold the whip and are 
using it on one small begin- 
ming amateur, I want to say 
to Commissioners who were in 
the minority, we need more

ABOARD R/V PILLSBURY,

In the late evening hours of 
Nov, 4th found all aboard astir, 
ittle groups huddled together 
in corners of the mess re- 
capping events of previous days, 
At 10:42 I completed my last 
traffic sked of the voyage with 
Andy, W4IYT, then took a show- 
er and got ready for the sack,

I awoke the next morning, look- 
ed out my porthole and found 
the bounds of Govt, Cut to 
either side of our wake, The 
previous 100 days were credi- 
table to the little 176’ con- 
verted 2nd world war freight 
and supply vessel. We had 
docked at the ports of Nassau, 
New Providence, Dakar, Sene- 
gal, and Recife, Brazil, tra~ 
veling a distance equal to al- 
most halfway around the world, 


he big winches and precision 


epth recorder sonar had stol- 
en many secrets from Neptunus 
Rex, A heretofore uncharted 
underwater mountain range had 
been discovered near the Equa- 
tor, All this plus narrow mis- 
ses with Hurricane Arlene and 
Hurricane Helena. Now we 
‘will soon be dockside, then 
home, 
The next two weeks were hec- 
tic. I spent the time comple- 
tely . refurbishing the radio 
shack which is just aft of the 
bridge on the port side, Four 
new antennas were installed, 
the old desk ripped out and 
a more workable desktop in- 
stalled, 2 big storage cabinets 
above the bunk, 300 watt out- 
put h.f, commercial radiotele- 
graph to supplement the 85 watt 
radiophone installed, .08 to 30 
Mc, receiver, 45 inch relay 
rack, and a gang of ham gear, 
This all within a space 7 x 7 
feet square, Now its begin- 
ning to look like a radio room, 
We departed dockside 2 miles 
up the Miami Canal at about 
@-:. Nov, 22 and proceeded 
© Biscayne Bay. Reached the 
bay at 2:00 and raised W4IYT 
on sked on 1206 fone and he 
passed to me the news that the 
President had been shot. I 
immediately notified the Cap- 


tain and crew and all weredaz- 
ed, I signed with Andy and 
monitored WGBS, and as we 
pulled out of Govt, Cut word 
came that the President was 
dead, The flag was put at 
half mast where it will stay 
for thirty days, and a sadden- 
ed vessel took departure at 3:00 
from the Miami sea buoy, 

The 4 day voyage to Kingston 
was routine except for an un- 
known aircraft circling the ship 
at low altitude in the windward 
passage just off the eastern 
shore of Cuba, I busied my- 
self constructing the new B, & 
W. kit K.W. I purchased while 
in Miami, and learning pro- 
cedures used in marine radio- 
telegraph communication. The 
late morning hours of Nov. 26 
found us dockside Kingston, ex- 
changing gear with the Univer- 
sity’s other research ship, 
Gerda, 


At 1600 the following day we 
took departure from Kingston 
and shortly thereafter held fire 
and boat drill. On this leg 
8 very successful samples were 
extracted from the Caribbean 
bottom, and several other ex- 
periments successfully carried 
out. I continued the sked with 
Andy and Sac, K4OYI each af- 
ternoon at 1400 on 7206, 7110, 
14,250, and 14,190 and its in- 
teresting to note that even with 
the varying distance involved, 
we haven’t missed a day yet. 
Lots of supplemental and per- 
sonal message traffic has been 
handled for the ship in this man- 


ner, and is a credit to ham 


radio, I first started these 
skeds with Andy and Sac just 
after receiving the Halli- 
crafters donated SR-150 in Da- 
kar last month, Ham radio 
has proven a boon to commun- 
ication capability onthe vessel, 
In addition to the traffic skeds, 
have run several phone patches 
for the gang aboard thru K4PFB,

Yesterday, Dec, 4th, we pull- 
ed into Port-au-Spain, Trini-

HINT & KINK 


An adjustable UHF rhombic 
antenna can be made from the 
telescoping elements from two 
tv rabbit ears, two yardsticks, 
a ‘‘C’’ clamp, some brass bolts 
and wing nuts, and a 1/2’ x 1” 
(not critical) brakelite strip. 

Flatten the ends of the tele- 
scoping elements and drill holes 
in them so that the bolts can fit 
through, Solder some soldering 
lugs to the narrow ends, Drill 
holes at the ends of the yard- 
sticks, and except for one end 
of one stick, drill holes at 
regularly spaced intervals to- 
wards the center, depending 
on the desired physical range. 

Drill three holes inthe bake- 
lite strip and attach a tele- 
scoping element to the outer 
holes, connected by a 300 ohm 
composition resistor or left 
open, Passing the bolt through 
the center hole, mount the strip

Dear Andy, 

I have been disturbed by the 
recent sentiment against the in- 
centive licensing proposal, It 
seems tomethat most amateurs 
miss the purpose of issuing 
licenses - perhaps even the pur- 
pose of amateur radio itself, 


The reason FCC even bothers 
to issue amateur license and@ép- 
erating restrictions is primar- 
ily to maintain maximum com- 
munications effectiveness on 
the frequencies used, This can 
only be accomplished with good 
equipment and experienced per- 
sonnel to operate that equip- 
ment. If the FCC feels that 
the number of stations is be- 
coming too large and that per- 
sonnel are not experienced in 
keeping with modern commun- 
ications practices, it should in 
the public interest raise the 
standards for issuing licenses 
and designating frequencies, 

Amateur radio has two major 
subdivisions: operating and ex- 
perimenting, As for operating, 
I think most of us know what 
is expected of us as amateurs 
in the field of public service 
and just plain fun, 

As an experimenter, the ama- 
teur should keep himself tech- 
nically informed, and at least 
informed enough to repair his 
own equipment, I think it is 
unwise for an amateur to own 
equipment on which he can’t 
even make minor repairs, un- 
less he does not trust his work- 
manship on expensive gear, He 
can be informed simply by being 
an experimenter, wanting to 
know all he can about radio, 
which includes picking up the 
Handbook or some other theory 
source on a rainy day, 

If amateurs fulfill their pur- 
pose and live up to their name, 
they can’t help but pick up all

THOSE ARRL 
ELECTIONS 


BY GEORGE THURSTON 
W4MLE 

As a professional news ana- 
lyst and political reporter, I 
find it impossible to resist 
plunging into the returns from 
the recent ARRL elections of 
Director and Vice Director to 
try to extract some meaning 
and conclusions from them, I 
offer the following comments 
and conclusions entirely as my 
own, drawn entirely from the 
facts and assumptions present- 
edhere, . 

The ARRL membership had 
just elected a ‘‘new’’ slate of 
Directors to represent thei} 
at League HQ for the next two 
years, Actually, only two Direc- 
tors of the eight are new, The 
rest are re-elected, 

It is interesting to see how 
they were re-elected, All eight 
of the old Directors sought 
new terms and this makes the 
elections all the more mean- 
ingful, Three of the eight were 
unopposed and were auto- 
matically declared re-elected, 

Of the five winners of con- 
tested elections, only two had 
clear majorities of the votes 
cast. Gilbert Crossley, W3YA, 
of the Atlantic Division had 
2498 votes to a combined total 
‘of 2249 for his two opponents. 

And Harry Enwicht, W6HC, 
of the Pacific Division trounc- 
ed his only opponent 1948 votes 
to O74, 

What happened in the other 
three Director elections and 
in two of the five Vice Direc- 
tor elections in revealing, and 
somewhat disturbing, 

ARRL policy, established in 
the by - laws, is to declare 
‘‘elected’’ the candidate who 
wins the largest number of 
votes --not necessarily a ma- 
jority of the votes cast. 

For example, in the Delta 
Division race for Director, 
there were six candidates, The 
declared winner got 496 votes 
out of the 1605 which were cast 
only about 30 per cent, 

In the Great Lakes Division, 
the winner had 1953 votes to 
a combined total of 2048 forhis 
two opponents, 

In the Southeastern Division, 
the winner had 1015 votes to 
1387 for his two opponents, 

In Vice Director elections, 
the Dakota Division winner got 
360 votes to 410 for his two 
opponents, And the Delta winner

had 670 votes to 909 for his two 
opponents, 

This means that three ARRL 
Divisions are represented by 
Directors who got less than less 
Directors who got less thanhalf 
the votes cast intheir elections, 
The Delta Division had both a 
Director and a Vice Director 
who got less than half the votes 
cast, 

In political primaries for the 
nomination of candidates for 
public office, it has long been 
the practice to hold a second 
or ‘‘run-off’’ primary between 
the two top candidates in such 
cases, 

It is not uncommon -- in 
fact it is rather ordinary -- 
for the front-runner inthe first 
primary to come in second in 
the run-off, 

If the ARRL practice were 
followed in Florida’s Demo- 
cratic nominating primaries, 
Charley Johns would have been 
Governor from 1954 to 56 
instead of LeRoy Collins, 

These comments do not re- 
flect anything on the candidates 
who have been declared winners 
of the ARRL election s for 
Director and Vice Director, 

But it is certainly not un- 


reasonable to surmise that one 


or two of the names on the 
1964 Board of Directors would 
be different had run-off elec- 
tions been held, 

And it seems proper here to 
suggest that the new Board take 
a fresh, hard look at the Lea- 
gue’s election procedures, with

The policy among communi- 
cators is that tra‘*‘- ~*illnotbe 
refused except where the mes- 
sage is obviously misrouted 
to the extent that identifica- 
tion is dubious, Otherwise, all 
traffic will be accepted, and if 
need be serviced prior to re- 
transmission or delivery. 

If station authentications are 
in use and a message is re- 
ceived from a station who does 
not or cannot properly authen- 
ticate the traffic will be ac- 
cepted and passed on as not 
authenticated traffic,

FLORIDA SET 
1963 OBJECTIVES 


As always, SET had a definite 
and specific purpose, Our ob- 
jective.was to test the National 
Traffic System as a medium for 
transmission of interstate em- 
ergency traffic, This was an 
outgrowth of the ARPSC con- 
cept and was held in full co- 
ordination with the nation-wide 
exercise, 

All Florida amateurs were 
requested to originate piles of 
interstate traffic, as well as 
messages to the 


The Florida flow plan called 
for origination of messages into 
any net, Out of state traf- 
fic was tobetransferred large- 
ly through Key City relays to 
QFEN which would then liaison 
it to the appropriate Region 
Nets. 

One further objective was to 
test the new national message 
precedence system and to fam- 
iliarize operators with it, This 
simple three-category system 
was used instead of the Florida 
T-category plan which has now 
been permanently abandoned in 
the interest of national unifor- 
mity. 


RED CROSS 

A further objective was to test 
the overall system in conjunc- 
tion with the newly-revised 
agreement with Red Cross for 
amateur radio to handleemer- 
gency Red Cross traffic. 

In Florida, most was addres- 
sed to Atlanta, Georgia, loca- 
tion of Southeastern Area HQ 
Office; and to Washington, D.C., 
where the National HQ is loca- 
ted, 

KEY CITIES 

The Florida Key City System 
was put to one of its most 
severe tests in this exercise, 
W4TUB comments: ‘* The 
weakest part of the AREC sys- 
tem in Florida is the Key City- 
VHF concept of distribution, 
The Key Cities quickly become 
overloaded with traffic and are 
reluctant to accept more to 
their surrounding areas due 
to inability to relay via VHF. 

W4SMK, of Ft. Myers, wrote: 
‘‘We tied our HF stations to- 
gether on six meters as the 
Key Cities do, We tried our 
best to work into a Key City 
on six meters (AM and SSB) 
but no takers for traffic. This 
is deplorable, It is not due 
to lack of equipment and opera-

tors here, but due to lack of 
traffic men on VHF in Key 
Cities, The situation is as bad 
now as it was a year ago dur- 
ing SET. 


NOTE 

There is no requirement that 
any town use VHF to a Key 
City much less use it exclu- 
sively. 

The procedure is recommend- 
ed for use wherever and when- 
ever it is useful and effective. 
Any town or any station in any 
real situation should use what- 
ever frequencies will give it 
the best and most useful com- 
munications, ' 

An emergency exercise a year 
or two ago put artificial and 
temporary restrictions on 
use merely in order to 
the effectiveness of inter-city 
VHF communications, It proved 
pretty effective, 

But certainly no EC should 
deny himself the use of HF 
nets if they are helpful. And 
there were no restrictions in 
this exercise on the use of any 
net by any station or any town, 

Many cities have found the 
Key City idea so versatile that 
they’ve adopted and modified it 
to their own needs, Ft, Myers 
now trying to cover every HF 
net. Panama City, St. Peters- 
burg and Ft. Walton Beach, to 
name several others, have built 
county AREC plans around the 
basic Key City idea of cover- 
ing several (or all) HF nets 
with a separate stations tied 
together with VHF intercoms, 

Next month we will discuss 
the operation of our AREC nets 
in detail, In the meanwhile if 
you have not received your com-
